Saws.  hithei-to  been  almost  exclusively  supplied  liy 

Germany.  A  large  business  might  also  be  done  in 
cross-cut  saws  provided  arrangements  could  be  made  for  experts  to 
demonstrate  same  to  timber  companies  who  aie  large  consumers  of 
these  kinds  of  saws.  As  regards  machine-saws  for  wood  woi’king  it  is 
stated  that  those  of  American  manufacture  are  supeiior  to  anything 
made  in  Europe.  It  appears  that  in  Russia  the  teeth  of  machine-saws 
are  usually  spring  set.  There  .are  indications  of  a  growing  demand 
for  machine-saws  for  metaUworking. 


The  bulk  of  the  hammers,  hatchets  and.  anvils  in  use  aro  of  Russian 
manufacture,  but  a  number  of  finer  grade 
articles,  and  articles  for  special  purjxises,  are 
imported  from  America  and  elsewhere.

Each  exhibitor  will  be  provided  with  a  covered-in  stand  4  by  4  by 
3’25  metres,  at  an  inclusive  price  for  the  fortnight  of  550  frs.  It  has 
been  decided  to  build  300  of  these  stands,  but  it  may  prove  necessary 
to  build  more.  The  stands  will  be  arranged  along  the  quays  of  the 
Hhoue,  the  most  beautiful  part  of  the  town. 

Space  at  the  Fair  may  be  booked  vp  to  the  end  of  Jmiuan/,*  and 
requisitions  should  be  accompanied  by  a  cheque  or  money  order  for 
one-half  of  the  fee  for  a  stand,  namely,  275  frs.  The  second  instal¬ 
ment  will  be  payable  on  taking  possession.

Amendments  in  and  Additions  to  List. 

At  the  Council  Chamber,  Whitehall,  I'Sth  day  of  December,  1915. 

Hy  the  Lords  of  His  Majesty’s  Most  Honourable 
1‘rivy  Council. 

Whereas  it  is  })rovide(l  by  Section  2  of  the  Customs  (Exportation 
Prohibition)  Act,  1914,  that  any  Proclamation  or  Order  in  Council 
made  under  Section  8  of  the  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  Act,  1879, 
as  amended  by  the  Act  now  in  recital,  ma}',  whilst  a  state  of  war 
exists,  be  varied  or  added  to  by  an  Order  made  by  the  Lords  of  the 
Council  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Trade  : 

And  whereas  it  is  provided  by  Section  2  of  the  Customs  (Exporta¬ 
tion  Restriction)  Act,  1914,  that  any  Proclamation  made  under 
Section  1  of  the  Exportation  of  Arms  Act,  1900,  may,  whether  the 
Proclamation  was  made  before  or  a<’ter  the  passing  of  the  Act  now  in 
recitol,  be  varied  or  added  to,  whilst  a  state  of  war  exists,  by  an 
Order  made  by  the  Lords  of  the  (Council  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  ; 

And  whereas  by  a  Proclamation,  dated  the  28th  day  of  July,  1916, 
and  made  under  Section  8  of  the  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  Act, 
1879,  and  Section  1  of  the  Exportation  of  Arms  Act,  1900,  and 
Section  1  of  the  Customs  (Exportation  Prohibition)  Act,  1914,  the 
exportation  from  the  United  Kingdom  of  certain  articles  to  certain 
or  all  destinations  was  prohibited  : 

And  whereas  by  subsequent  Orders  of  Council  the  said  l^roclama- 
tion  was  amended  and  added  to  in  certain  particulars  : 

And  whereas  there  was  this  day  read  at  the  Board  a  recommenda¬ 
tion  from  the  Board  of  Trade  to  the  following  ertect : — 

That  the  Proclamation,  dated  the  28th  day  of  July,  1915,  as 
amended  and  added  to  by  subsequent  Orders  of  Council,  should  be 
further  amended  by  making  the  following  amendments  in  and 
additions  to  the  same  : — 

(1)  That  the  exportation  of  the  following  goods  should  be  pro¬ 

hibited  to  all  destinations : — 

Magnesite,  caustic  or  lightly  calcined,  and  dead  burnt 
magnesite ; 

Magnesium  and  its  alloys. 

(2)  'I’liat  the  exportation  of  the  following  goods  should  be  pro¬ 

hibited  to  all  destinations  abroad  other  than  British 
Possessions  and  Protectorates  : — 

Beeswax. 

(3)  That  the  heading  “Coal,  all  kinds,  and  coke  made  in  gas 

works,  but  not  including  coal  allowed  by  the  Commissioners 
of  Customs  and  Excise  to  be  shipped  as  bunker  coal,”  in  the 
list  of  goods  the  exportation  of  which  is  prohibited  to  all 
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destinations  abroad  other  than  British  Possessions  and 
Protectorates  should  be  deleted,  and  there  be  substituted 
therefor  the  heading  “  Coal,  all  kinds,  and  coke,  but  not 
including  coal  allowed  by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs 
and  Excise  to  be  shipped  as  bunker  coal.” 

(4)  That  the  following  heading  should  be  included  in  the  list  of 

goods  the  exportation  of  which  is  prohibited  to  all  foreign 
countries  in  Euro|)e  and  on  the  Mediterranean  and  Black 
Seas,  other  than  France,  Russia  (except  through  Baltic 
ports),  Italy,  Spain  and  Portugal ; — 

“  All  articles  which  are  wholly  or  mainly  manufactured 
of  copper  or  its  alloys  and  which  are  not  at  present 
prohibited  to  be  exported  to  any  destination.” 

(5)  That  the  exportation  of  the  following  articles  should  be  pro¬ 

hibited  to  all  foreign  countries  in  Europe  and  on  the 
Mediterranean  and  Black  Seas,  other  than  France,  Russia 
(except  through  Baltic  ports),  Italy,  Spain  and  Portugal : — 
Silica  bricks. 

Now,  therefore,  Their  Lordships,  having  taken  the  said  recommen¬ 
dation  into  consideration,  are  pleased  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby 
ordered,  that  the  same  be  approved. 

Whereof  the  Commissioners  of  His  Majesty’s  Customs  and  Excise, 
the  Director  of  the  War  Trade  Department,  and  all  other  persons 
whom  it  may  concern,  are  to  take  notice  and  govern  themselves 
accordingly.

TRADING  WITH  THE  ENEMY. 

Fees  in  respect  of  Patents,  Designs  and  Trade  Marks. 

Whereas  by  Royal  Proclamation  relating  to  I’rading  with  the 
Enemy,  dated  the  0th  day  of  September,  1914,  it  was,  amongst  other 
things,  declared  as  follows : — 

“  The  exjiression  ‘  enemy  country  ’  in  this  Proclamation  means 
“  the  territories  of  the  German  Empire  and  of  the  Dual 
“  Monarchy  of  Austria-Hungary  together  with  all  the  Coloni'^s 
“  and  Dependencies  thereof”: 

“  The  expression  ‘  enemy  ’  in  this  1 ’reclamation  means  any 
“  person  or  body  of  persons,  of  whatever  nationality,  resident  or 
“  carrying  on  business  in  the  eneni}"  country,  but  does  not 
“  include  persons  of  enemy  nationality  who  are  neither  resident 
”  nor  carrying  on  business  in  the  enemy  country.  In  the  case 
“  of  incorporated  bodies  enemy  character  attaches  only  to  those 
“  incorporated  in  an  enemy  country  ” : 

And  whereas  it  was  also  declared  by  the  said  Proclamation  that 
from  and  after  the  date  of  the  said  I’roclamation  the  persons  therein 
referred  to  were  prohibited  from  doing  certain  acts  therein  more 
specifically  mentioned  : 

And  whereas  it  was  turther  declared  by  the  said  Proclamation  as 
follows  : 
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“  Nothing  in  this  I’nx'laination  shall  be  taken  to  prohibit 
“  anything  which  shall  be  expressly  |)erinittecl  by  Our  Licence, 
“  or  by  the  licence  given  on  Our  behalf  by  a  Secretary  of  State, 
“  or  the  Board  of  Trade,  whether  such  licences  be  especial!}' 
“  granted  to  individuals  or  be  announced  as  applying  to  classes 
“  of  persons  ”  : 

And  whereas  by  Proclamation  dated  the  i?th  day  of  October,  PJl  t, 
the  said  Proclamation  dated  the  9th  day  of  September,  1914,  called 
the  Trading  with  the  Kneniy  Proclamation,  No.  2  was  amended  as 
therein  more  specifically  set  forth  and  the  said  Proc'amation  of  the 
8th  day  of  October,  1914,  was  to  be  read  as  one  with  the  Trading 
with  the  Enemy  Proclamation  No.  2  : 

.\nd  whereas  in  pursuance  of  the  j)Owers  CT)nferred  by  the  above- 
rfK'ited  Proclamations  the  Board  of  Trade  acting  cn  behalf  of  His 
Majesty  by  licence  dated  the  4th  day  of  November,  1914,  granted 
licence  to  the  persons  therein  referred  to  to  pay  the  fees  therein  more 
spe<'ifically  mentioned : 

And  whereas  by  Proclamation  dated  the  5th  day  of  November, 

1914,  it  was  declared  that  the  provisions  of  the  Proclamations  and 
Orders  in  Council  then  in  force  issued  with  reference  to  the  state  of 
war  with  the  Emperor  of  Germany  and  the  Emperor  of  Austria,  King 
of  Hungary,  should  be  extended  to  the  war  with  THirkey  subject  to 
the  exception  in  such  Proclamation  mentioned,  and  it  was  declaretl 
that  the  words  “enemy  country”  in  any  of  the  Proclamations  or 
Orders  in  Council  referred  to  in  Article  1.  of  the  said  Proclamation 
should  include  the  Dominions  of  His  Imperial  Majesty  the  Sultan 
of  Turkey  other  than  Egypt,  Cyprus  and  any  territory  in  the  occupa¬ 
tion  of  Us  or  Our  Allies  : 

And  whereas  by  Proclamation  dated  the  7th  day  of  January,  1915, 
the  provisions  of  the  Proclamations  dated  respectively  the  9th  day 
of  September,  1914,  the  8th  day  ot  (X.*tober,  1914,  and  the  oth  day  ot 
Novemlier,  1914,  were  extended  as  therein  more  specifically  set 
forth  : 

.And  whei’eas  by  Proclamation  dated  the  16th  day  of  February, 

1915,  called  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  (Occupied  Territory) 
Proclamation,  1915,  it  was  declared  that  the  Proclamations  for  the 
time  being  in  force  relating  to  1'rading  with  the  Enemy  should  appl}’ 
to  territory  in  friendly  occupation  as  they  ajij)ly  to  Our  territory  or 
that  of  Our  Allies,  and  to  territory  in  hostile  occupation  as  they  aj)ply 
to  an  enemy  country  ; 

•And  whereas  by  Proclamation  dated  the  25th  day  of  June,  1915, 
called  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  (China,  Siam,  Persia,  and 
Morocco)  Proclamation,  1915,  it  was  declaied  that  the  PrtK'lamations 
for  the  time  being  in  force  relating  to  Trading  with  the  Enemy  should 
apply  to  any  jierson  or  lx)dy  of  persons  of  enemy  nationality  resident 
or  carrying  on  business  in  China,  Siam,  Persha,  or  Morocco,  in  the 
same  manner  as  they  ajjply  to  persons  or  bodies  of  persons  resident 
or  carrying  on  business  in  an  enemy  country,  provided  that  where  an 
enemy  has  a  branch  locally  situated  in  China,  Siam,  Persia,  or 
Morocco,  nothing  in  Article  6  of  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Pro-

enemy : 

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  to  restate  and  extend  the  provisions 
contained  in  the  before-recited  licence  dated  the  4th  day  of  November. 
1914: 

Now,  therefore,  the  Board  of  Trade,  acting  on  behalf  of  His  Maj  esty, 
and  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  reserved  in  the  said  Proclamations 
and  all  other  powers  thereunto  them  enabling,  do  hereby  revoke  the 
said  licence  dated  the  4th  day  of  November,  1914,  and  do  hereb)- 
give  and  grant  licence : 

(1)  To  all  persons  residing,  carrying  on  business  or  being  in 
the  United  Kingdom  to  pay 

(a)  on  their  own  behalf  or  on  behalf  of  any  person  or 
persons  residing,  carrying  on  business  or  being  in  the 
United  Kingdom  ;  and 
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{h)  on  behalf  of  any  person  or  persons  residing,  carrying  on 
business  or  being  in  any  part  of  His  Majesty’s 
Djniinions  outside  the  United  Kingdom  who  liave 
been  authorised  to  make  such  payments  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  that  part  of  His  Majesty’s  Dominions 
any  fees  necessary  for  obtaining  the  grant  of,  or  for  obtain¬ 
ing  the  renewal  of  J*atents,  or  for  obtaining  the  registration 
of  Designs  or  Trade  Marks  or  the  renewal  of  such  regis¬ 
tration  in  an  “enemy  country,”  and  to  pay  to  enemy  agents 
their  charges  and  expenses  in  relation  to  the  matters 
aforesaid : 

(2)  To  all  persons  residing,  carrying  on  business,  or  being  in

(a)  to  pay  on  behalf  of  an  “  enemy  ”  any  fees  payable  in 
the  United  Kingdom  on  application  for,  or  renewal 
of  the  grant  of  patents,  or  on  application  for  the 
registration  of  designs  or  trade  marks  or  the  renewal 
of  such  registration,  and  to  pay  agents  in  the  United 
Kingdom  (including  themselves)  their  charges  and 
expenses,  if  any,  in  relation  to  the  mattere  aforesaid  : 

(b)  to  pay  on  behalf  of  an  “enemy”  to  any  person  or 

persons  residing,  carrying  on  business  or  being  in  any 
part  of  Hid  Majesty’s  Dominions  outside  the  United 
Kingdom  —  subject  to  such  persons  having  been 
authorised  by  the  Government  of  that  part  of  His 
Majesty’s  Dominions  in  which  they  reside,  carry  on 
business  or  are,  to  pay  on  behalf  of  an  “  enemy  ”  any 
such  fees  in  such  part  of  His  Majesty’s  Dominions — 
any  fees  payable  on  application  for,  or  renewal  of,  the 
grant  of  patents,  or  on  application  for  the  registration 
of  designs  or  trade  marks,  or  the  renew’al  of  such 
registration,  in  such  part  of  His  Majesty’s  Dominions, 
and  also  to  pay  to  such  persons  their  charges  and 
expenses,  if  any’,  in  relation  to  the  matters  aforesaid.

NOTICE  TO  IMPORTERS. 

Importation  of  Gkiods  of  Enemy  Origin. 

The  Heal’d  of  Trade  desire  to  warn  importers  that  goods  which 
originated  in  an  enemy  country’,  even  though  they’  may  have  left 
enemy  territory  and  become  neutral  property  before  the  war,  are 
liable  to  seizure  under  the  Customs  (War  Powers)  Act,  1915,  if 
imported  without  the  Board’s  permission. 

Such  permission  is  as  a  rule  granted  only  upon  production  of 
incontrovertible  evidence  that  the  identical  goods  which  it  is  desired 
to  import  left  enemy  territory  before  the  war.  The  evidence  should 
be’pr^uced  and  the  Board’s  authority  obtained  before  any  steps  are 
taken  to  have  the  goods  shipped  to  this  country. 
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HOME-GROWN  TIMBER. 

Committee  Appointed. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  has 
appointed  a  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  making  such  arrangements 
a.s  are  likely  to  ensure  the  fullest  use  being  made  of  native  resources 
in  supplying  existing  demands  for  timber.

TO  RUSSIA,  FRANCE,  ITALY  AND  JAPAN. 

With  reference  to  the  prohibition  which  is  at  present  imposed  on 
the  exportation  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  all  destinations  abroad, 
other  than  British  Possessions  and  Protectorates,  of  “  steel  containing 
tungsten  or  molybdenum  or  both,  and  any  tools  or  other  articles 
made  from  such  steel,”  and  to  the  practice  whereby  certificates  are 
given  by  local  bodies  (at  Glasgow,  Newcastle,  Sheffield,  Birmingham 
and  Belfast)  to  indicate  whether  particular  consignments  of  steel 
sought  to  be  exported  do  or  do  not  fall  within  this  prohibition,  the 
Board  of  Trade  are  now  informed  by  the  War  Trade  Department 
that,  for  the  convenience  of  traders,  it  has  been  decided  that  no 
certificate  or  export  licence  will  in  future  be  required  in  respect  of 
consignments  of  the  forms  of  steel  referred  to  below  when  such 
consignments  are  exported'  to  Russia  {via  the  White  Sea  or  vid 
Vladivostok)  or  to  France,  Italy  or  Japan  : — 

Girders  ; 

Joists ; 

Ship,  bridge,  girder,  and  furnace  plates  ; 

Angles  ; 

Tees ; 

Channels  ; 

Steel  frame  buildings ; 

Light  bridges  ; 

Steel  windows  and  casement ; 

Spiral  stairs  ; 

Fire  escape  stairs;

Wlien  a  specification  comprises  more  than  one  invention,  and 
it  is  considei-ed  by  the  Controller  or  the  applicant  that  the 
application  should  be  restricted  to  one  invention,  the  additional 
inventions  may  be  made  the  subject  matter  of  additional  applica¬ 
tions.  Any  such  applications,  if  made  before  the  acceptance  of  the 
original  application,  shall,  on  tha  request  of  the  applicant,  bear 
date  of  the  original  application  and  shall  be  proceeded  with  a.< 
substantive  applications  of  that  date.

EXTENSION  OF  MORATORIUM  IN  POLAND. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  '61 \  of  the  “Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  5th  August,  relative  to  the  extension  of  the  Moratorium 
in  Poland,  H.M.  Einlxassy  at  iVtrograd  reports,  under  date  17th 
Novenilier,  the  puhlication  of  two  Imperial  Ukases  authorising  the 
extension  for  a  further  term  of  six  months  from  the  dates  specified  in 
the  Ukases  of  12th/25th  June,  of  the  Moratorium  relating  to  bills  of 
exchange  in  Iceland  and  of  the  exemption  from  protest  or  measures 
for  recovery  as  regards  debts  arising  out  of  contracts  in  general. 


MORATORIUM  IN  SWEDEN. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  page  670  of  last  week’s  issue  of  the 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal”  notifying  the  extension  of  the  operation 
of  the  Swedish  Moratorium  as  regards  creditors  domiciled  abioad 
from  Ist  October,  1915,  to  Ist  January,  1916,  a  telegram  has  now 
been  received  from  H.M.  Minister  at  Stockholm  to  the  effect  that  the 
Swedish  press  announces  that  the  Moratorium  will  cease  at  the  end 
of  this  year. 

FINANCIAL  SITUATION  IN  BRAZIL. 

Proposed  Relief  Measures. 

11. M.  Minister  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  reports,  under  date  29th  October, 
that  it  is  announced  that  the  President  of  Brazil  has  decided  to  pro¬ 
mote,  with  all  possible  despatch,  the  following  measures,  whicdi  are 
intended  to  relieve  the  present  financial  situation  in  the  Republic:  — 

(1) .  The  revision  of  the  Customs  Tariff;  a  mixed  Commission 
composed  of  four  iSenator.s  and  five  Deputies  is  to  be  appointed 
to  draw  up  a  Bill  for  this  purpose  (see  p.  621  of  the  “  Board  of 
Trade  Journal”  of  the  4th  November  last). 

(2) .  ’I’he  improvement  of  the  carrying  trade  in  respect  to 
w’hich  proposals  are  to  be  submitted  for  discussion  at  a  meeting 
to  be  held  shortly  of  all  the  principal  directors  of  means  of 
transport  in  Brazil — railway,  maritime  and  river. 

(3) .  The  utilisation  of  the  national  coal  deposits  which  are 
found  principally  in  the  south  of  the  countr}’^  and  which,  it  is 
believed,  would,  if  properly  exploited,  successfully  compete  with 
imported  coal. 

(4) .  The  development  of  the  pastoral  industry  through 
improvements  in  the  breed  of  cattle  by  importing  foreign  stock. 

(5) .  The  development  of  the  meat  industry  by  the  construction 
of  refrigerating  establishments  and  the  conclusion  of  arrange- 
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ments  with  the  Brazilian  Lloyd  Steamship  Line  for  the  transport 
of  meat  to  foreigi^  markets. 

((i).  The  encouragement  of  the  rubber  trade  by  financial 
assistance  to  be  afforded  through  the  agencies  of  the  Ihank  of 
Brazil  at  I'arfi  and  Manaos.  (C.  :i9.‘K*2.) 

Saspension  of  Exchange  of  Notes  for  Gold. 

The  “  Diario  Official  ’’  (Rio  de  .laneiro)  of  30th  October  publishes  a 
Decree  (No.  3,013)  under  the  provisions  of  which  the  obligation  of 
the  Conversion  Bank  to  exchange  notes  for  gold  remains  suspended 
up  to  31  St  December,  1916.  This  disposition,  however,  does  not 
apply  to  the  exchange  of  notes  destined,  by  order  of  the  Government, 
to  meet  the  obligations  of  the  external  debt  of  the  Republic. 


EXTENSION  OF  THE  MORATORIUM  IN 
PARAGUAY. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  890  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
.Journal  ”  of  23rd  September  relative  to  the  Moratorium  in  Paraguay, 
H.M.  Chargd  d’Affaires  at  Asunci6n  reports  the  publication  of  a  Law 
extending  the  operation  of  this  measure  from  31st  October  last  until 
31st  January,  1916,  in  respect  of  debts  the  date  of  payment  of  which 
was  not  specified,  or  w’hich  became  due  before  14th  August,  1914. 
As  regards  debts  falling  due  between  14th  August,  1914,  and  31st 
October,  1915,  the  Moratorium  of  290  days  originally  fixed  has  been 
extended  to  534  days  after  the  due  date.  (C.  39,782.) 


TRADE  CONDITIONS  ABROAD. 


Portugal  ((^pe  Verd  Islands). — The  Acting  British  Vice-Consul  at 
Praia,  St.  Jago  (Mr.  V.  L.  Page)  reports  that  no  important  industries 
exist  in  the  Cape  Verd  Islands  save  the  small  and  almost  negligible 
salt  industry  in  Sal  Island,  the  lime-stone  industry  of  Bona- Vista 
Island,  and  the  fishing  and  fish-curing  industries  at  Porto  Praia,  St. 
Mary’s  Islet.  With  regard  to  the  last-mentioned,  the  curing  process 
is  carried  on  in  a  primitive  fashion,  but  it  is  believed  that  the 
adoption  of  modern  methods  is  contemplated. 

The  following  articles  are  those  which  find  a  read}’  sale  in  these 
Islands  (see  note  on  p.  727): — 

Metal  goods,  tools,  ftc. — Hardware,  agricultural  implements,  hag 
jresses!,  carjtenters'  and  masons’  tools,  cahinet  ironmongery,  corrugate, 
iron  sheets,  galvanised  iron  ware,  iron  cauldrons,  brass  and  tin  lamps  foi' 
acetylene  gas  and  parafjin,  cheap  iron  Imdsteads,  electro -pdated  goods, 
enamelled  ware  (such  as  dishes,  plates,  cullenders,  buckets,  and  other 
k^chen  utensils),  cutlery  and  cheap  metal  articles  {stich  as  nickel  clocks 
and  watches,  spoons,  forks,  d*c.).

Trade  Conditions  Abroad. 


China  and  glass  ware,  &c. — China,  crockery,  ijluss  ware,  and  lamp 
ijlasscs. 

Masical  instruments. — Gramophones  and  concertinas. 

Textiles  and  head  wear. —  Manchester  yowls  {such  as  khaki  cloth, 
sheetings,  mmlins,  linens  ami  silks),  cheap  hats  and  caps. 

Miscellaneous. — Drags,  perfumery,  toilet  articles,  stationary,  groceries, 
chocolates,  fancy  leatht^r  goods,  saddlery,  paints  ami  oils,  tar,  ropes  iind 
canvas  for  sails,  hentwowi  furniture  and  toys. 

Generally  speaking,  these  are  the  goods  dealt  with  in  these  markets, 
and  United  Kingdom  manufacturers  and  exporters  of  U.K.  go<jd8 
should  not  miss  the  opportunity  of  forwanling  their  catalogues  to  the 
Ilritish  Vice-Consulate  at  St.  Jago  in  order  to  have  these  distributed 
amongst  bond  fide  local  tnaders.  In  this  way  Mr.  Page  thinks  that 
the  trade  of  the  Cape  Verd  islands,  as  well  as  the  trade  of  Portuguese 
Guinea,  hitherto  exclusively  in  the  hands  of  German  firms,  could  be 
captured  by  British  firms. 

It  would  pay  to  send  out  an  energetic  travelling  agent  with  a 
knowledge  of  Portuguese  in  order  to  study  local  conditions  at  first 
hand.  Hitherto  onl}*  German  agents  have  taken  the  trouble  to  make 
a  thorough  and  scientific  investigation  of  prevailing  local  conditions. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  when  submitting  patterns  and  price 
lists  to  customers  that  the  equivalent  coat  of  each  article  should,  it 
possible,  be  stated  in  Fretich  currency.  Prices  should  be  (juoted 
c.i.f.  port  of  destination  transhipping  at  Lisbon,  and  not  f.o.b.  home 
ports  as  is  the  custom  of  some  British  exporters,  a  custom  which 
causes  trouble  and  expense  to  the  local  trader  and  thereby  discourages 
trade. 

It  should  also  be  understood  that  six  months’  credit  is  usually 
allowed  to  local  customers  (in  extreme  cases  (terman  firms  have 
granted  as  much  as  nine  and  even  twelve  months’  credit,  and  pay¬ 
ment  of  drafts  falling  due  is  made  through  the  local  branches  of  the 
Banco  Nacional  Ultramarino,  Limited,  Lisbon.  (C.F.n.  .50,311.) 


ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  ON  COMMERCIAL  INTELLIGENCE. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  has  appointed  Mr,  Louis 
James  Kershaw,  C.I.E.,  on  the  nomination  of  the  India  OHice,  and 
Mr.  James  W.  Murray,  President  of  the  Glasgow  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  to  be  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Board  of 
Trade  on  Commercial  Intelligence,  in  room  of  Mr,  Francis  C.  Dr.ake 
and  Mr.  Henry  Brock,  deceased. 
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KXPOKP  OF  ooons  TO  SWKOFN  AN'D  (in  tk.wsit  ackos.s 
Sweden)  TO  RUSSIA. 

Export  of  Goods  to  Sweden. — Arrangements  have  been  made  Ijetween 
His  .Majesty’s  Government  and  the  Swedish  Government  whereby 
licences  may  >)e  granted  for  goods  to  be  exported  from  Great  Britain 
to  Sweden  in  exchange  for  pro]X>rtionate  transit  facilities  to  and  from 
Russia  through  Sweden. 

Persons,  therefore,  desiring  to  ship  to  Sweden  for  Swedish  con- 
sutnption  goods  of  which  the  export  from  the  United  Kingdom  to 
Sweden  is  prohibited  should,  in  the  instance,  make  application 
in  the  usual  way  to  the  War  Trade  Department,  whose  acknowledg¬ 
ment  will  contain  a  War  Trade  Department  reference  nuinlier. 

They  should  then  communicate  with  their  consignees  in  Sweden, 
q^uoting  the  War  Trade  Department  number  of  their  application,  and 
ivquest  them  to  apply  to  the  Statens  Handelskomission  at  Stockholm 
for  the  neces.saty  forms  of  guarantee  and  sj)ecification. 

These  guarantee  and  sj>e(ufi cation  forms  should  be  filled  in  by  the 
consignee  with  the  War  Trade  Department  number  written  on  each, 
and  returned  to  the  Statens  Handelskomission  together  with  six 
Swedish  Crowns,  to  cover  the  charges  of  the  Swedish  Authorities  and 
British  Consulate  fees. 

If  the  Statens  Handelskomission  recommend  the  application  they 
will  arrange  for  the  guarantee  to  be  attested  by  the  British  Consul 
and  ajiproach  the  British  I.egation  with  a  view  to  obtaining  the 
necessary  transit  exchange.  The  British  Ivegation  will  then  forward 
the  document.s  to  the  War  Trade  l^partment  through  the  usual 
channel. 

Export  of  Goods  to  Rnssia  via  Sweden. —  Persons  desiring  to  ship 
goods,  the  export  of  which  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  Sweden  is 
prohibited,  to  Russia  in  transit  across  Sweden  should,  if  the  goo<ls 
are  included  in  the  Swedish  prohibited  list,  make  application  in  the 
usual  way  either  (a)  to  the  Secretary,  Commission  Internationale  de 
Ravitaillement,  India  House,  Kingsway,  W.C.,  if  the  goods  are 
intended  for  the  Russian  (xovernment,  or  (b)  to  the  Secretary,  War 
Trade  Dejiartment,  1,  Central  Buildings,  Westminster,  S.W.,  if  the 
goods  aiv  ?tof  for  the  Russian  Government. 

'fhe  applications  should  state  the  f.o.b.  value  of  the  good8,.their 
net  and  gross  weight  (at  least  approximately)  and  the  date  when 
they  will  be  ready  for  shipment.  No  application  should  Iw  made  for 
a  license  unless  the  goods  will  actually  be  ready  for  shipment  within 
GO  days  from  the  date  of  the  application.  In  cases  where  it  will  take 
more  than  two  months  to  manufacture  the  goods,  the  War  Trade 
IVpartment  will  always  be  prepared  to  advise  as  to  the  probability  of 
a  license  for  their  exi>ort  from  the  United  Kingdom  being  eventually 
grante<l. 

'fhe  routes  which  must  be  followed  and  steamship  companies  by 
which  the  goo<ls  must  be  carried  will  indicated  by  the  War  I’rade 
Department  when  issuing  the  license,  or  by  the  Commission  Inter¬ 
nationale  de  Ravitaillement  when  issuing  the  necessar}'  }-)ermit. 
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tradf:  with  the  hold  coast  colony. 

Suggestions  to  British  Mannfactnrers. 

'I'lie  following  “  Hints  to  ^lanutaoturers  ”  have  been  e.vtracted 
from  the  Report  for  1911  on  the  trade  of  the  Cold  Coast  (’olony 
recently  issued  by  the  Colonial  Office  { Annual  Serie.^,  No.  859) : — 

Packing. — British  manufacturers  must  remeinl)er,  in  sending  mer¬ 
chandise  to  the  Colony,  that  the  conditions  attending  the  discharge 
of  goods  from  ships  and  transport  into  the  interior  render  imperative 
good  and  substantial  packing.  All  goods  damageable  by  sea  wat<‘r 
or  damp  should  be  packed  in  tin-lined  cases  or  waterproof  canvas  ; 
and  all  heavy  goods  should  be  packed  in  specially  substantial  crates, 
barrels,  or  boxes,  .\gain,  it  is  very  necessary  that  goods  intended  for 
transport  by  porters  to  the  interior  should  be  packed  in  packages  of 
not  more  than  GO  lbs.  in  weight. 

Samples. — It  is  worthy  (»f  mention  that  all  the  merchants  in  the 
Colony  are  unanimous  in  contrasting  the  British  manufacturer  un¬ 
favourably  with  his  Cerman  rival  in  the  matter  of  sending  out 
samj)le8.  They  say  that  the  German  samples  were  always  put  up  in 
such  a  manner,  and  prices  and  conditions  of  purchase  set  forth  so 
dlearly,  that  their  merits  and  details  could  be  grasped  without  effort. 
The  much  greater  readiness  of  the  German  manufacturer  to  carry  out 
the  wishes  of  the  prospective  purchaser  in  the  matter  of  making  slight 
alterations  in  his  wares  to  meet  local  requirements  is  also  a  subject  of 
frotiuent  remark,  and  is  said  to  have  helped  the  development  of  German 
trade  in  the  Colony  very  considerably.  'Fhese,  of  course,  are  small 
matters,  but  the  British  manufacturer  should  not  ignore  them.  They 
represent  very  often  the  difference  between  success  and  failure  when 
competing  with  a  capable  and  painstaking  rival. 

Cheapness  of  goods.—  Another  point  that  the  Briiish  manufacturer 
should  bear  in  mind  is  that,  while  there  are  many  wealth}"  people  in 
the  Colony  who  can,  and  do,  buy  goods  of  superior  quality  and  finish, 
the  great  bulk  of  the  population  is  poor  and  can  only  afford  to  pur¬ 
chase  low-priced  articles.  The  majority  of  these  people,  too,  have  not 
had  sufficient  experience  of  European  goods  to  know-  that  it  pays  in 
the  long  run  to  purchase  a  good  but  expensive  article  in  preference 
to  one  that  is  interior  and  cheap.  Gloss  and  glitter  also  count  for 
much,  and  attractive  make-up  greatly  enhances  the  selling  qualities 
of  an  article.  It  was  by  close  attention  to  these  details  that  the 
Cerman  manufacturer  obtained  such  a  hold  on  the  Gold  Coast 
niaiket,  and  the  British  manufacturer  would  be  well  advised  to  follow 
his  example. 

Imports. — Among  the  principal  items  of  import  in  1914  were: — 
Cotton  goods  (excluding  3’arn  and  twist),  £602,594;  provisions, 
£218,787;  machinery,  £195,911;  coal,  £139,228;  hardware, 
€120,985;  wearing  apparel,  £107,011;  and  building  materials, 
€101,921. 

The  value  of  the  articles  imported  from  Germany  during  the  seven 
months  of  1914  before  war  closed  all  trade  with  that  country  was 
£289,288,  as  compared  with  £386,670  for  the  whole  of  191 3.  Ger¬ 
many’s  share  of  the  import  trade  in  1913  was  11  percent.,  and  in 
1914,  8  per  cent. 
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SILK  MANUFACTURING  INDUSTin  OF  LYONS. 

11. M.  Consul  at  Lyons  (Mr.  E.  H.  E.  Vicars)  reports  that  the 
Lyons  silk  piece  goods  industry,  the  average  yearly  output  of  which 
repivsents  a  value  of  over  £1(5,000,000,  is  one  of  those  industries 
which  at  first  felt  most  keenly  the  disastrous  effects  of  the  war,  partly 
on  account  of  its  enormous  export  trade  on  which  the  prosperity  of 
the  industry  largely  depends,  and  partly  also  on  account  of  silk  being 
an  article  of  luxury. 

Situafion  immediately  lyrecedin'j  the  var. — The  first  half  of  1014  was 
of  almost  unparalleled  prosperity,  and  it  looked  as  though  the  export 
figures  would  beat  all  records  by  many  millions  of  francs.  The  value 
of  the  French  export  of  silk  goods  (i.e.,  manufactured  either  at  Lyons 
or  St.  Etienne)  for  the  first  half  of  the  year  was  £8,840, 40(>,  as 
compared  with  £7,071,480  in  1013  and  £0,(570, 3(50  in  1012.  I’lie 
inci-eased  vogue  of  silk  to  which  this  prosperity’  bears  witness,  though 
in  a  great  measure  due  to  the  capricious  favours  of  fashion,  was 
doubtless  also  enhanc6Kl  by  the  skill  .and  versatility  shown  by  the 
Lyons  manufacturers  in  turning  out  almost  countless  multiplicity  of 
new  tissues.  Taffetas,  after  being  absent  from  the  market  for  many 
years,  were  reintroduced  by’  the  Lyons  nnanufacturers  in  the  early 
months  of  1014  and,  falsifying  .all  predictions,  became  firmly’^  estab¬ 
lished  in  public  favour  and  bade  fair  to  enjoy’  a  long  reign.  Crapes 
de  Chine  were  popular,  as  also  were  muslins,  particularly  in  the  finer 
qu.alilies.  Moiras,  y.arn-dyed  tissues,  and  articles  of  silk  mixed  with 
wiH)l  and  cotton  also  enjoyed  a  share  of  popular  favour. 

Effect  of  the  var. — The  war  paralysed  all  business  for  a  time. 
The  mobilisation  of  the  military  forces  left  factories  w’ithout  foremen 
and  ojieratives,  .and  not  infrequently  without  a  m.aster,  so  that,  though 
a  certain  demand  for  silk  goods  came  from  the  United  Kingdom  .and 
North  and  South  America,  manufacturers  were  hard  put  to  it  to 
undertake  any  orders.  Matters  were  further  complicated  by  the 
equ.al  paralysis  of  the  great  dyeing  and  finishing  industries,  which 
made  delivery  exceedingly  slow,  even  where  the  difficulties  of 
manufacture  h.ad  l)een  successfully’  overcome.  The  dyeing  industry 
was  further  hampered  by  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  supplies  of  dye 
stuffs  which  had  hitherto  been  drawn  fron*  Germany  or  from  German 
works  established  in  France.  Moreover,  cert.ain  important  raw 
materials,  such  as  wool  .and  cotton,  which  are  indispensable  for  the 
manufacture  of  mixed  tissues,  became  exceedingly’  6C.arce  owing  to 
the  closing  of  works  in  the  noith  and  east  of  France. 

Thus,  the  first  few  months  of  the  war  tried  the  Lyons  silk  manu¬ 
facturing  industry  sorely.  Exports  fell  off  heavily  in  duly’  as  compa'ed 
with  the  figures  for  the  corresponding  month  of  1913,  and  by’ Sep¬ 
tember  the  figure  had  fallen  some  40  |)er  cent,  below  the  average. 
The  industry  sucreed*xf,  however,  by  dint  of  energetic  efforts,  in 
coping  to  a  certain  extent  with  the  stead}*  stream  of  orders  which 
came  in  from  London  .and  New  York  (I’aris  having  temporarily 
ce.asod  to  count  as  a  market  owang  to  the  absence  of  foreigners  from 
the  capital,  .and  the  rigid  cuitailinent  of  all  luxury).  Ry  Octobei'  the 
worst  h.ad  passed,  and  the  remaining  months  of  the  y’ear  witnessed  a 
steady’  improvement,  so  that  the  total  export  (»f  silk  goods  from  France 
for  the  second  halt  of  1914  was  £5,1.^4,280,  .as  compared  with 
£9,192,840  in  1913,  and  £(5,501,880  in  1912.  thus  bringing  the  ye.ai’s 
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total  up  to  £13,503.680,  as  compared  with  £17,164,320  in  1913,  and 
£13,172,240  in  1912.  The  actual  Lyons  production  of  silk  goods  was 
estimated  at  £12,976,000  for  the  year,  as  against  £18,708,000  in 
1913,  and  £16,480,000  in  1912. 

Situation  during  the  current  year. — The  year  1915  opened  with 
little  sign  of  any  marked  improvement,  but  February  showed  a  sub¬ 
stantial  increase,  and  from  that  date  up  to  October  French  exports 
of  silk  goods  advanced  month  by  month.  The  remarkable  figure 
of  £1,560,000  was  attained  in  June,  which  was  quite  up  to  the 
level  of  the  best  months  of  1914.  The  total  for  the  first  seven 
months  reached  £7,690,000  as  compared  with  £9,620,000  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  1914,  a  decline  of  20  per  cent.  Of  this 
total  no  less  than  £2,320,000  stands  to  the  credit  of  the  United 
States  as  against  £1,200,000  in  1914,  an  increase  of  93  per  cent., 
while  the  United  Kingdom  bought  £3,760,000  worth  as  compared  with 
£4,920,000  in  1914,  a  decline  of  23  per  cent;  the  two  countries 
together  have  taken  nearly  80  per  cent,  of  the  total  exports  of  French 
silk  goods  in  the  first  seven  months  of  the  year.  A  feature  of 
the  returns  is  the  steady  dwindling  in  the  value  of  silk  goods 
exported  by  ])arcel  post  w'hich  amounts  in  normal  years  to  an 
average  of  £1,500.000,  but  fell  to  less  than  £1,000,000  in  1914  and 
reached  only  £120.000  in  the  first  half  of  1915.  This  decline  is  to 
be  ascribed  to  the  fact  that  the  ai tides  usually  sent  by  this  means 
consist  for  the  most  part  of  fine  and  light  goods  of  considerable  value, 
such  as  are  in  comparatively  small  demand  at  the  present  time,  and 
probably  also  to  the  risk  of  damage  to  these  delicate  goods  from  the 
delays  en  route  which  are  inevitable  under  existing  circumstances, 
f’or  more  than  a  year  the  Lyons  silk  industry  has  had  to  make 
incessant  efforts  in  order  to  keep  business  up  to  a  certain  level,  without 
any  question  of  making  any  headway,  hut  that  these  efforts  have  not 
been  fruitless  is  evident  both  from  published  statistics  and  from  the 
comparatively  satisfactory  state  of  business.  As  stated  above,  the 
United  Kingdom  and  America  account  for  a  very  large  proportion  of  the 
exports,  but  it  is  noticed  that  since  the  commencement  of  the  war 
L)*on8  has  gained  many  new  customers,  thus  finding  some  compensa¬ 
tion  for  the  loss  of  enemy  markets,  and  it  is  believed  that  when  the 
war  is  over  many  orders  will  come  from  markets  which  formerly  dealt 
exclusively  with  Germany.  Meanwhile,  the  Lyons  manufacturers 
are  studying  the  special  requirements  of  new’  customers,  actual 
and  potential. 

II.M.  Consul  briefly  sums  up  the  situation  at  the  time  of  writing 
(October)  as  follows: — 

.\bout  50  per  cent,  of  the  Lyons  looms  are  working,  and  the 
number  standing  idle  tends  to  diminish  steadily  month  by  month. 
'Hie  dyeing  industry,  where  shortage  both  of  lalxjur  and  dyestuffs  has 
sadly  crippled  operations,  is  now  contriving  to  work  more  quickly, 
partly  owing  to  better  organisation  and  increased  efforts,  and  also  to 
the  fact  that  certain  products  are  now  obtainable  from  works  hitherto 
requisitioned  for  the  needs  of  the  army.  Deliveries  of  finished  goods 
are  now  considerably  more  rapid  and  reliable,  and  facilities  have 
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gi*eatly  improved  for  obtaining  supplies  of  cottxjn,  the  lark  of  whicli 
has  greatly  hampered  works  specialising  in  silk  mixtures.  'I'he 
export  trade  is  growing  steadily,  while  the  home  demand,  at  one  time 
reduced  to  very  low  proportions,  is  showing  more  signs  of  life.  The 
Lyons  looms  are  chiefly  producing  articles  in  current  demand — 
velvets,  dj-ed  piece-goods,  linings,  light  taffetas,  crepes,  muslins  and 
scarves.  Net  is  in  considerable  demand,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that 
this  article  is  made  on  heavy  looms,  requiring  male  labour,  the  output 
is  necessarih’  restricted.  (C.  3«.L*)2.)

'I'he  total  foreign  trade  of  the  Republic,  which  reached  a  culminat¬ 
ing  point  in  1912  with  a  value  of  21,090,179  dols.,  and  decrea.sed  in 
1913  to  1 9,390, 135  dols..  showed.a  further  diminution  in  1914,  when 
it  amounted  to  only  17,219,310  dols.  This  latter  decrease,  however, 
was  solely  due  to  the  f;illing-off  in  imports. 

Imparts. — Tne  value  of  the  imports  of  merchandise  in  the  year 
uinler  review  was  only  0,541,112  dols.,  as  compared  with  9,321,051 
dols.  in  1913.  The  following  table  shows  the  principal  countries 
contributing  to  this  trade  .and  the  effect  of  the  European  war

Exports. — The  year  1914  showed  an  improvement  in  the  export 
trade  as ^  compart  with  1913,  during  which  year  the  economic 
condition  of  the  Republic  suffered  severely  from  the  civil  war.  In 
1912  the  export  trtide  was  valued  .at  12,180,179  dols.,  in  1913  .at 
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Foreign  Trade  of  the  Dominican  HepuldiA:  in  1914. 

10,047,290  dole,  and  in  1914  at  10,011,228  dola.  (including  bullion 
and  specie,  valued  at  09,730  dols).  The  effect  of  the  Kuropean 
war  on  the  export  trade  is  seen  in  the  fact  that  the  share  of 
(lerinany  decreased  from  19  8  per  cent  in  1913  to  7'19  per  cent,  in 
1914,  while  the  share  of  the  United  .States  increased  from  01*2  per 
cent,  to  81‘91  per  cent.  The  share  of  the  United  Kingdom  was  0‘95 
|)er  cent.,  as  against  1'8  per  cent,  in  1913.

FOllKIGN  COMPKITTION  WITH  BKITISH  GOODS  IN  CHINA. 

The  following  particulars  regarding  foreign  competition  with 
British  manufacture  goods  in  the  China  market  have  been  received 
from  H.M.  Commercial  Attache  at  Peking(Mr.  W.  P.  Ker,  C.M.G.) 

The  value  of  the  net  imports  of  foreign  goods  into  China  in  1914 
was  £76,022,172  as  compared  with  £86,118,303  in  1913.  The  chief 
countries  participating  in  this  trade  w’ere  as  follows  ; —

Exports  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  China  are  chiefly  manu¬ 
factured  articles.  Of  the  goods  summarised  in  the  Chinese  Customs 
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lletuniB  as  cotton  piece-goous,  wliich  constitute  some  30  per  cent,  of 
the  total  value  imported  under  this  heading,  the  United  Kingdom  and 
Hong  Kong  together  account  for  63  per  cent,  as  against  20  per  cent, 
from  Japan.  The  next  largest  item  on  the  list  is  cotton  thread, 
chiefly  yarn,  of  which  45  per  cent,  is  imported  from  Japan  and  50 
j>er  cent,  from  India  and  Hong  Kong  in  appro.ximately  equal  shares. 

As  regards  other  branches  of  trade  in  manufactured  goods,  the 
United  Kingdom  leads  the  rest  of  the  world  in  the  import  of  soap, 
cigarette.a,  woollen  piece-goods,  haberdashery,  stationery,  books  and 
music,  iron  and  steel  bars,  rods,  plates,  &c.,  tinned  plates  .and  other 
manufactures  of  iron  and  steel,  propelling  machinery,  machines  of 
.all  kinds  .and  motor  cars,  while  J.apan  heads  the  list  of  importing 
countries  in  chemical  products,  leather  manufactures,  silk  piece-goods, 
clothing,  toilet  requisites,  umbrellas,  furniture,  glassware,  lamps  and 
lampw.are,  clocks  .and  w.atches,  and  matches. 

For  the  purpose  of  e.x.amining  the  .actual  extent  of  the  competition 
of  enemv  countries  in  supplying  manufactured  goods  before  the  war, 
it  is  sufficient  to  consider  the  imports  from  Germany,  the  v.alueof  the 
imports  from  Austri.a-Hungary  being  for  the  most  part  negligible. 
It  is  found  th.at  in  the  import  of  colours,  dyes  and  paints  (a  valuable 
item)  Germany  stands  second  to  Belgium,  and  that  Germ.any  heads 
the  list  for  woollen  threa<l,  embroideries,  lace  and  trimmings,  needles, 
electrical  machinery  and  appanatus,  arms  and  munitions,  .and  explo¬ 
sives.  In  addition  to  these  items,  the  import  of  the  following  articles 
from  Germany  exc^eeds  the  import  direct  from  the  United  Kingdom : — 
Chemic.al  prcxlucts,  hosiery,  furniture,  paper,  chinavvare,  window  gl.ass, 
enatnelle<l  ware  and  musical  instruments. 

It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  with  the  exception  of  colours  and 
paints,  paper,  clothing,  arms  and  ammunition,  dyes,  and  electrical 
machinery,  these  items  do  not  constitute  valuable  imports  into  China, 
th.at  is  to  s.ay,no  one  of  them  re.achesatotal  value  of  2,000,000  Hk.  taels* 
(about  £270,000).  They  are  for  the  most  part  goods  for  the  success  of 
which  in  the  China  market  cheapness  is  more  essential  than  quality. 
.\s  for  the  prospects  of  replacing  German  goods  by  British,  it  is 
l>*rtinent  to  point  out  that  in  many  of  the  articles  enumerated  .above, 
namely,  chemical  products,  hosiery,  clothing,  furniture,  paper,  china- 
w’are,  lamps  and  lampware,  and  musical  instruments,  Japan  is,  besides 
Germ.any,  .ahead  of  the  Unite<I  Kingdom,  so  that  in  regard  to  these 
articles  Japanese  products  are  more  likely  than  British  products  to 
replace  the  German  goods.  The  most  hopeful  direction  in  w'hich 
British  manufacturers  may  look  to  recover  a  lost  .ascsndaticy  over 
their  German  competitors  would  seem  to  be  in  the  sup})ly  of  electrical 
m.achinery,  and,  perhaps,  at  a  more  distant  future,  in  that  of  arms 
an<l  munitions.  In  regard  to  the  former,  it  is  noteworthy  that  the 
United  Kingdom  was  not  overtaken  by  Germany  until  the  year  1911, 
and  pi'esent  conditions  seem  favourable  to  a  recover}*  of  the  earlier 
British  predominancy.

The  scarcity  and  high  price  of  aniline  dyes  has  led  to  proposals  for 
the  revival  of  indigo  cultivation  in  many  parts  of  China,  but  II. M. 
Consular  Officers  do  not  write  very  hopefully  of  the  prospects  of 
permanent  success. 

Paper. — 'Fhere  is  a  large  and  increasing  demand  in  China  for 
foreign-made  paper  of  all  kinds,  especially  printing  paper,  most  of 
which  comes  from  Sweden.  I’he  total  imports  of  paper  in  1914 
amounted  to  6,470,708  Ilk.  taels. 

Window  glass. — Since  the  supplies  from  Belgium  were  cut  off 
the  demand  has  approached  the  dimensions  of  a  famine,  imports  in 
1914  amounting  to  only  987,997  Hk.  taels  as  compared  with 
1,141,614  Ilk.  taels  in  1913.  It  is  practically  impossible  to  do 
business  on  a  large  scale  in  glass  of  British  manufacture,  which  is  of 
superior  quality,  and  the  price  of  which,  always  comparatively  high, 
has  risen  enormously  since  the  war  began. 

Metals  and  metal  manufactures. — The  bulk  of  the  merchandise  under 
this  heading,  such  as  iron  and  steel  bars,  rods,  nails,  rivets,  pipes,  &c., 
brasswork  and  steel  wire,  has  come  in  the  past  from  the  United  Kingdom 
and  Belgium,  but  of  recent  years  German  imports  have  shown  pro¬ 
gress.  At  Shanghai  large  contracts  were  booked  on  the  Continent 
in  the  beginning  of  1914,  but  shipments  were  curtailed  on  account  of 
the  war.  New  contracts  have  been  mostly  for  American  material. 
'I'he  most  important  items  in  this  group  are  copper  ingots  and  slabs, 
the  imports  of  which  in  1914  were  valued  at  6,658,327  Hk.  taels,  out 
of  a  total  for  the  group  of  28,420,632  Ilk.  taels. 

Needles. — There  should  be  an  opening  for  British  needles  to  replace 
the  German  article,  but  at  present  the  former  are  far  too  expensive 
tor  the  market.  Imports  in  1914  decreased  about  50  per  cent,  as 
compared  with  1913,  being  valued  at  only  515,682  ilk.  taels  last  year. 

Euamelled  ware  and  hollow-ware. — 'Fhe  German  and  Austro- 
Hungarian  trade  in  these  goods  (chiefly  blue  and  white  basins),  which 
are  of  low  quality  and  very  cheap,  seems  likely  to  be  captured  by 
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.Japanese  inanufacturtTs.  Japanese  imports  have  shown  a  steady 
rise  in  the  last  6  years.  The  value  of  the  imports  of  enamelled  ware 
decreased  from  1,1  48,395  Hk.  taels  in  1913  to  882,939  Ilk.  taels  in 
1914.  (lermany  and  Austria-Hungary  supplied  over  70  j>er  cent,  of 
the  imports  in  1913. 

Machinery,  Ac. — 'I'he  progress  of  the  import  of  machinery  into 
(’hina  has  not  quite  come  up  to  the  expectations  entertained  live  or 
six  years  ago.  Hy  collating  the  ligures  of  imixirt  of  the  following 
items  in  the  customs  returns  since  1910,  viz.,  locomotives  and  tenders, 
electrical  materials  and  fittings,  telegraph  and  telephone  materials, 
machinery  and  parts  of  machinery,  railway  carriages  and  wagons  and 
other  vehicles,  it  is  found  that,  roughly  speaking,  the  values  imported 
were:— 1910,  £2.310,000;  1911,  £1,780,000;  1912,  £1,800,000; 
1913,  £2,2o0,000  ;  and  1914,  £2,43(*,00o.  The  only  items  which 
show  a  steady  increase  are  electrical  materials,  propelling  machinery, 
textile  machinery  and  motor  cars. 

Undoubtedly  electrical  requirements  oiler  the  most  promising  field 
at  present  for  Hritish  engineering  enterprise.  The  increasing 
demand  for  lighting  and  power  in  the  settlements  at  Shanghai  is  of 
itself  worthy  of  attention,  while  all  over  the  country  electric  lighting 
installations  are  being  established  or  enlarged.  Although,  as  pointed 
out  before,  (ierman  imports  of  electrical  materials  have  overtaken 
those  from  the  United  Kingdom,  British  manufactures  are  well  repre¬ 
sented  in  recent  installations  of  electric  light. 

As  rogards  the  imi>ort  of  machinery  generally,  apart  from  electrical 
materials,  the  lead  of  British  goods  is.  so  far  as  can  be  judged  from 
the  returns,  well  maintained. 

The  attention  of  British  manufacturers  desirous  of  extending  the 
sale  of  their  machinery  in  China  is  invited  to  the  following  considera¬ 
tions,  which  are  based  on  the  experience  of  importers  in  that  country. 
Agents  should  be  chosen  if  possible  who  have  some  practical  know¬ 
ledge  of  engineering.  In  order  to  ensure  success  the  agents  must 
receive  financial  assistance  from  the  manufacturers  in  order  to  meet  the 
preliminary  expenses  of  finding  a  market,  and  must  further  be  prepared 
to  give  extended  cretlits  to  trustworthy  Chinese  purchasers.  (,)uotations 
should  be  c.i.f.,  should  clearly  state  the  time  of  delivery  and  the 
terms  of  payment,  and  should  l^e  accompanied  by  plans  and  illustra¬ 
tions.  Lastl)^  the  agents  should  be  freely  suppli^  with  attractive 
catalogues,  samples  and,  if  possible,  working  models  of  special 
raachiner}’.  All  this  means  that  if  manufacturers  desire  to  obtain  a 
footing  in  the  China  machinery  market  they  must  be  prepared  to  take 
a  good  deal  of  trouble  and  to  accept  certain,  not  inconsiderable, 
financial  risks.  px.H.  121.)

Act  prohibiting  the  exportation  of  the  said  goods  from  the  Dominion.

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NEWFOUNDLAND. 

With  reference  to  the  Notice  which  appeared  on  p.  381  of  the  “  Board 
of  Trade  Journal  ”  for  the  5tli  August  last  respect¬ 
ing  a  Bill  to  amend  the  law  relating  to  the 
exportation  of  timber  from  Newfoundland,  the 
Board  of  Trade  are  now  in  receipt  of  copy  of 
the  Act  (No.  14  of  1915),  dated  the  5th  June, 
which  embodies  the  provisions  of  the  above-mentioned  Bill. 

Under  the  Act,  it  is  provided  that  all  licences  issued,  or  to  be 
issued,  under  Act  No.  7  of  1914*  respecting  the  exportation  of 
timlier,  shall  continue  in  force  for  a  period  of  10  years  from  the  date 
of  the  passing  of  the  Act,  rh.,  the  5th  June  last. 

.Vny  }>erson  may  export,  on  the  usual  export  entry,  to  the  Unite<I 
Kingdom  or  France,  any  timber  or  lumber  for  pitprops  up  to  the 
31st  December,  1910,  provided  that  such  timber  or  lumber  was  not 
cut  on  any  part  of  that  Territory  or  area  which  is  known  as  the  three 
mile  limit,  and  if  cut  on  the  said  area,  that  such  lumber  or  timber 
was  burnt  timber  when  cut. 

A  duty  of  one  dollar  per  cord  is  payable  at  the  port  of  entry  upon  all 
♦  such  pit  props  on  exportation,  and  no  such  export 

Pt^  ^  permitted  until  duty  is  paid,  provided

'I'he  Board  of  'I'rade  have  received,  through  the  Colonial  Office,  copy 
of  an  Act  (No.  21  of  1915),  dated  21st  June,  which 
amends  the  Newfoundland  Customs  Act  of  1898 
respecting  the  warehousing  of  goods  in  the  Colony. 

The  present  Act  repeals  Section  19  of  the  alx)ve- 
mentioned  Act  of  1898  and,  in  lieu  thereof,  sub¬ 
stitutes  an  amended  Section  which  empowers. 
inter  alia,  the  Governor-in-Council  to  make  such  regulations  as  are 
deemed  advisable  for  the  appointment  and  regulation  of  warehouses, 
wharves,  .and  other  places  at  which  goods  arriving  by  vessel  or  rail¬ 
way  may  be  landed  or  stored  before  entry  thereof.  Goods  so  deposited 
therein  shall  be  deemed  to  be  on  board  the  importing  vessel  or 
railway  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations,  penalties  and 
forfeitures  as  if  they  had  not  been  taken  thereout. 

Such  goods  shall  be  duly  reported  to  the  Collector  or  other  proper 
officer  before  being  landed,  and  the  Collector’s  warrant  for  such  land¬ 
ing  obtained.  Such  goods  after  being  landed  shall  be  dealt  with  by 
the  proper  Officer  of  Customs  according  to  law. 

Kntry  of  such  goods  shall  be  made  and  duty  thereon  paid  or 
otherwise  provided  for,  and  the  goods  removed  within  8  days  after  the 
report  thereof  has  been  made,  and  if  within  the  said  8  days  such 
entry  be  not  made  or  duty  paid  or  provided  for,  the  Collector  may 
cause  the  goods  to  be  conveyed  to  and  stored  in  a  place  approved  for 
that  purpose.

dipper  from  the  United  States,  had  been  constantly  working  for 
two  months  and  had  excavated  1,052,580  cubic  yards  of  material 
in  September,  and  1,070,003  cubic  yards  in  October,  the  channel 
of  the  Canal  was  still  completely  closed  for  a  distance  of 
500  feet.  No  progress  towards  opening  a  passage  was  being  made 
at  the  time  of  writing  as,  according  to  official  information,  the 
(juantity  of  material  sliding  into  the  Canal  exceeded  the  qiiantity 
excavated  daily. 

From  personal  inspection  on  two  occasions,  II. M.  Minister  found 
that  both  Gold  Hill  on  the  east  bank  and  Culebra  Hill  on  the  west 
bank  were  moving  into  the  Cut  for  a  length  of  about  half  a  mile 
on  either  side  of  the  Canal.  Gold  Hill  was  sliding  downwards  in  a 
mass,  while  the  sliding  area  of  Culebra  Hill  was  moving  towards  the 
channel  in  terraced  masses  with  deep  cracks  in  the  earth  reaching 
apparently  down  to  the  solid  rock  underneath. 

At  the  date  of  the  first  visit  (2  Ith  October)  there  was  a  narrow 
channel,  l-I  feet  wide  and  5  feet  deep,  through  which  a  rowing  boat 
could  pass;  but  on  the  second  visit  (2nd  November)  the  channel  was 
choked  to  a  height  of  16  feet  above  the  water  for  a  length  of  400  to 
500  feet,  so  that  it  was  possible  to  walk  ac  ross  the  Canal  at  that  point. 

It  was  estimated  that  10,000,000  cubic  yards  of  material  would  have 
to  be  excavated  before  there  was  any  certainty  of  security  for  vessels

than  those  at  present  available.  Cargo  services  will  also  be  run 
between  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  Porto  Alegre,  and  between  Rio  .and 
Recife  in  accordance  with  trade  requirements.

the  copper  output  of  Australia  suitable  tor  electrolytic  treatment 
could  be  dealt  with  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  problem  the  Con- 
ft'rence  had  considered  was  how  to  make  provision  for  refining 
copper  by  the  ele»‘trolytic  process  or  b}'  the  usual  fii*e  process.  The 
electrolytic  process  might  now  be  regarded  as  settled,  and  as  to  the 
tire  refining  method,  he  was  confident  that  the  arrangements  made 
by  the  Conference  in  regard  to  it  would  be  sufficient  to  treat  all 
Commonwealth  copper  ore  not  treated  electrolytically. 

The  policy  of  the  Government  had  been  to  make  provision  for  the 
treatment  of  copper  ores  so  that  they  should  leave  Australia  in  the 
form  of  metallic  copper,  thus  affording  employment  for  capital  and 
labour  within  the  Commonwealth  in  the  treatment  of  products  which 
were  formerly  exported  in  crude  form.  The  export  of  copper  matte 
and  blister  copper  would  not  in  future  be  permitted  unless  it  could 
be  ch'arly  shown  that  facilities  for  refining  w’ere  insufficient. 

Only  one  further  step  remained  to  be  taken,  namely,  the  manufac¬ 
ture  from  metallic  copper  of  all  copper  and  brass  goods  consumed 
within  the  Commonwealth.  Negotiations  in  regard  to  this  were  pro¬ 
ceeding,  and  the  Federal  Attorney- General  hoped  soon  to  be  able  to 
announce  that  this  problem  also  had  been  satisfactorily  solved.

mencan  pper.  entire!}'  by  London  quotations.  Limited 

space  and  the  rise  in  freight  rates  have  caused  a  great  ditlerence 
between  prices  of  copper  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  America  and 
those  in  Japan. 

The  increased  demand  for  copper  in  Japan  is  due  to  the  great 
activity  in  the  manufacture  of  arms,  while  large  orders  for  copper 
continue  to  come  in  from  Russia,  'fhis  has  strengthened  the  copper 
market  in  Japan  more  than  the  difference  in  the  local  price  from 
prices  ruling  in  Europe. 

In  order  to  take  advantage  of  this  position,  a  Kobe  firm  intends 
to  buy  forward  copper  in  .\m-*rica  to  enable  it  to  meet  demands  from 
Russia  and  elsewhere.  This  being  a  new  departure  it  is  expected  to 
influence  the  local  price  of  copper.  (C.l.n.  sri.siT.)

SWITZERLAND.

at  Zurich,  published  as  a  Supplement  to  the 
United  States  “  Commerce  Reports  ”  (Washington) : — 
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SWITZERLAND  — continued. 

There  are  6,000  silk  and  velvet  ribbon  looms  in  the  Bale  district ; 
the  numbers  in  alj  the  other  districts  are  negligible.  The  year  1914 
l)egan  well  for  silk  and  satin  ribbons,  but  at  the  outbreak  of  hostilities 
there  was  stagnation  in  the  trade  and  the  outlook  appeared  hopeless 
until  the  United  Kingdom,  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  began 
to  demand  heavy  shijiments. 

The  total  value  of  the  exports  of  ribbons  of  all  kinds  from  Switzer¬ 
land  in  1914  was  47,909,016  frs.  as  compared  with  42,461,298  frs. 
in  1913.  Of  the  1911  total,  ribbons  to  the  value  of  4,594,394  frs. 
went  to  the  United  States  as  against  3,684,322  frs.  in  1913. 

A  special  feature  of  1914  was  that  the  novelties  changed  a  great 
deal.  Richly  coloured  “rayes'’  with  a  multiple  variety  of  effects  in 
satin  and  velvets  and  moir6  stripes  came  into  vogue.  Taffeta  ribbons 
were  also  largely  sold.  In  the  spring,  Scottish  designs  were  superseded 
by  ('bines  showing  roses  and  other  artificially  woven  floral  designs. 
In  the  summer,  white  and  black-and-white  were  in  favour.  Cheap 
ribbons  disappeared  from  the  market  in  August,  owing  to  the 
increased  prices  of  raw  material. 


In  the  Bale  district  there  are  110,000  schappe  yarn  spindles  and 
un  Silk  55,000  in  other  parts  of  Switzerland.  The  spun 
T  H  f  1Q1A  silk  industry  was  slackening  early  in  1914  and  the 
n  us  ry  in  brought  about  a  crisis  from  which  it  had 

not  recovered  at  the  end  of  last  year.  The  cause  assigned  by  the 
local  exporters  for  the  large  falling-off  in  the  exports  of  this  article  to 
the  United  States  during  1914  was  that  the  mills  in  the  United 
States  are  rapidly  increasing  their  production  of  this  article,  thus, 
naturally,  reducing  the  demand  for  the  European  product.

State  Encouragement 
of  Sericulture. 


The  “  Diario  Oficial  ”  (Bogota)  of  8th  October  publishes  the  text  of  a 
Ijaw  providing  for  State  encouragement  in 
Colombia  of  the  cultivation  of  the  mulberry 
tree,  the  breeding  of  silk  worms,  and  the 
spinning  of  silk  for  the  requirements  of  textile  manufacturers  abroad. 
Provision  is  made  for  the  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  10,000  pesos  gold 
(.about  £2,000)  annually  from  the  National  Ti-easury  to  be  distributed 
amongst  the  various  Departments  of  the  Republic  and  used  for  the 
foundation  and  m.aintenance  of  schools  of  sericulture,  the  purchase  of 
spinning  machines,  and  the  payment  of  premiums  to  producers  of  silk 
and  cultivators  of  the  mulberry  tree. 

Silk  spinning  machines  imported  from  abroad  will  be  exempt  from 
import  duty  during  a  period  of  10  years  as  from  Ist  January,  1916.

CANADA. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  415  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  llth  November  relative  to  the 
Potato  Crop  in  1915.  short  potato  crop  in  Ontario,  the  Imperial  Trade 
Correspondent  at  Toronto  (Mr.  F.  W.  Field)  now 
reports  that,  according  to  figures  issued  by  the  Census  and  Statistical 
Office  at  Ottawa,  the  average  yield  per  acre  this  year  in  Ontario 
was  the  lowest  on  record,  being  not  more  than  92 '6  bushels  as 
against  the  record  yield  of  over  167  bushels  per  acre  obtained 
last  year.  The  quality  this  year  is  66  per  cent,  of  the  standard, 
as  compared  with  101  per  cent,  last  year.  Potatoes  in  Canada 
are  very  generally  reported  as  aflected  with  rot  and  blight, 
especially  in  Ontario,  and  the  indications  are  that  the  keeping 
qualities  this  year  will  be  very  poor. 

As  regards  the  Canadian  potato  crop  generally,  conditions  governing 
the  production  of  potatoes  have  been  as  bad  this  year  as  they  were 
good  last  year.  The  total  estimated  yield  is  62,604,000  bushels  from 
478,600  acres,  an  average  yield  per  acre  of  only  131  bushels.  Last 
3’ear  the  corresponding  figures  were  85,672,000  bushels,  475,000 
acres,  and  180  bushels.  Not  since  the  average  of  119  bushels  in 
1910  has  the  rate  per  acre  been  so  low;  it  is  27  bushels  below  the 
average  of  158  bushels  for  the  five  j’ears  1910-1914. 

In  Provinces  other  than  Ontario,  the  potato  yield  is  also  poor, 
excepting  in  Alberta  and  British  Columbia.  In  the  former  Province 
the  total  yield  is  5,155,000  bushels  from  27,300  acres,  an  average  of 
188*8  bushels  per  acre,  and  in  the  latter  the  yield  is  3,956,000  bushels 
from  16,000  acres,  an  average  yield  of  247  bushels.  In  both  Pro¬ 
vinces  the  yield  per  acre  is  higher  than  in  any  year  since  1911,  when 
the  respective  yields  were  211*6  and  252  bushels.

For  all  Canada  the  quality  is  84  per  cent,  of  the  standard  as  com¬ 
pared  with  00  per  cent,  last  year.  In  Prince  Edward  Island  the 
(juality  is  81  ;  in  Nova  Scotia  it  is  70;  and  in  New  Brunswick  it  is 
8a  per  cent.  In  Alberta  the  quality  is  good  with  91  per  cent,  and  in 
British  Columbia  it  is  84  per  cent.  The  average  price  per  bushel  to 
the  grower  works  out  at  57  cents  for  all  Canada;  70  cents  for 
Ontario;  and  33  cents  for  Alberta.  (C.I.H.  .57.062.)

Ordinance 
regulating 
Coconut  and 
Copra,  &c.  Trade. 


'I'he  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade  is  in 
receipt  of  a  copy  of  an  Ordinance  (No.  23  of  1915) 
to  regulate  the  trade  in  coconuts,  copra,  and 
other  products  of  the  coconut  tree  in  the  East 
Africa  Protectorate. 

'I'his  Ordinance,  which  was  assented  to  by  the 
(iovernor  of  the  PiDtectorate  on  3rd  September  last,  provides  for  the 
registration  of  plantations  and  imposes  a  registration  fee  of  50  cents 
in  respect  of  every  plantation  containing  less  than  20  coconut  trees, 
and  1  rupee  in  respect  of  plantations  containing  20  or  more  trees. 

No  person  is  allowed  to  buy  or  sell  coconuts,  copra,  or  other 
product  of  the  coconut*  tree  unless  he  holds  a  dealer’s  licence,  for 
which  a  fee  ot  5  rupees  is  payable.  This  provision,  how’ever,  does  not 
apply  to  owners  of  registered  coconut  plantations;  such  persons  may 
sell  coconuts  or  copra  or  any  other  product  of  a  coconut  tree,  except 
})alm  wine,  without  such  licence;  neither  does  it  apply  if  a  person 
desires  to  buy  such  products  for  his  ow  n  use  or  consumption  and  not 
lor  sale  or  barter.

In  many 
areas  forests  are  still  untouched.  The  total  exports  of  quebracho  logs 
from  Paraguay  during  the  last  three  years  have  been  as  follows: — 
1912,  3,t)89  metric  tons;  1913,  12,970  metric  tons;  and  191  !■,  8,417 
metric  tons. 

Before  the  present  boom,  few  companies  exploiting  the  quebracho- 
Ijearing  areas  could  compete  with  those  of  Argentina  owing  to  the 
high  cost  of  freight,  lalx)ur,  &c.  For  this  reason  most  companies  had 
ceased  work,  or  worked  only  during  a  few’  months  of  the  year.  The 
war  paralysed  an  already  languishing  business,  because  practically 
the  whole  of  the  output  of  logs  had  been  exported  to  Germany. 
Kfforts  are  now  l)eing  made  to  organise  the  work  and  take  advantage 
of  the  highly  favourable  state  of  the  market  for  quebracho  extract. 

At  the  date  of  reporting  (20th  October)  a  Bill  authorising  the 
raising  of  the  e.xport  duty  upon  the  extract  from  4s.  to  40s.  per  metric 
ton  awaited  the  decision  of  the  Paraguayan  Senate.  It  was  doubtful, 
however,  whether  the  Bill  would  be  passed  into  law'.

disturbance  in  prices. 

As  a  result,  a  6pe*-ial  Committee,  styled  the  “  Investigation  Society 
for  regulating  the  price  of  Rice  ”  was  appointed  by  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  and  Commerce.  This  Committee  has  recommended  the 
following  urgent  measures  : — 

The  rice  held  in  stock  by  the  Government  should  be  exported  at 
the  first  opportunity  and  the  export  of  private  holdings  of  rice 
(including  Corean  and  Formosan)  should  be  encouraged  by  a 
Government  subsidy  on  freight  or  in  some  other  manner. 

Funds  to  the  amount  of  20,000,000  yen  (about  £2,040,000)  should 
be  advanced  at  a  low  rate  of  interest  against  stocks  of  rice  as  security, 
or  in  some  other  suitable  way.  Railway  freights  on  rice  should  be 
reduced. 

It  is  stated  that  the  Finance  Department  will  reject  these  proposals, 
but  that  a  proposal  to  postpone  for  a  suitable  time  the  date  of 
payment  of  land  tax  has  been  accepted  unofficially

'I’he  Government  has  decided  to  begin  the  construction  of  the  first 
section  of  the  arsenal.  A  site  has  been  selected  about  three  miles 
from  the  centre  of  the  Federal  Capital  easily  accessible  to  the  railway, 
lighting,  water  supply,  and  sewerage  systems  which  are  already 
being  established.  The  works  will  eventually  spread  over  many  acres 
of  ground,  but  the  initial  section  is  to  consist  of  a  group  of  buildings 
which  will,  in  effect,  mean  a  duplication  of  the  existing  Small  Arms 
Factory  at  Lithgow.  The  scheme  embraces  the  creation  of  a  garden 
suburb  adjacent  to  the  factory  site,  containing  primary  and  technical 
schools,  recreation  hall,  stores,  and  residences. 

The  cost  of  the  factory  is  estimated  at  £95,000  and  of  the  garden 
suburb  at  £110,000.
